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On 20 February, Vatan reported that the rumors concerning the imminent 
expulsion of Iseri and Yigitbasi had been confirmed the previous day when the 
DP General Administrative Committee had ordered the two to appear before the 
DP General Disciplinary Court. (6) On 26 February, the same paper reported 
that in anticipation of his expulsion, Iseri had announced his resignation from 
the DP. It is believed that Iseri vil.* join the Peasants Party, the paper 
added , since he was accompanied by a deputy of that party when he announced 
his resignation to the press, (7) 

According to Cumhurlyet of 28 February, the charges against Yigitbasi are 
that he had connections with reactionary activities, that he had close rela- 
tions with followers of Bediuszaman Sait Nursi [a well-known religious reac- 
tionary7> that he cooperated with Cevat Rifat Ati Ilian /founder and president 
of the banned Islamic Democrat Party/ » and that he used religion as a tool for 
politics. The paper added that the DP General Disciplinary Court had appointed 
a three -man subcommittee to study the charges, the members of which are Osman 
Ka vr akoglu , Huseyin Ulku, and Haluh Gkeren,(8) On 22 February, Vatan reported 
that on the previous day, a group of Nursi supporters from his home district of 
Smirdagi had viaited Keuial Kutbas, DP chairman of Afyon Province, to protest 
the action being taken against Yigitbasi « (9) However, on 1 March, the same pa- 
per said that action against Yigitbasi had been generally well received in 
Afyon. It quoted Gunduz Kan yak, a member of the DP Executive Committee of 
Afyon Province, as saying that while some members might resijpi because of 
Yigitb&ci’s expulsion, the party would be amply compensated by the gained sup- 
port of independents. According to Kanyak, continued the paper, Yigitbasi, 
once a clerk in a court of Bolvadin District and later a grocer, is the only 
reason why Nuroi has any influence in the Bolvadin area. (.10) 

Possible Cabinet Changes 

On 11 February, Vatan pointed out that in a speech before the DP Advisory 
Council on 9 February, Tevfik Ilerl , Education Minister, had claimed that there 
was no reaction m the country but only ignorance and had re fra mod from 3aying 
anything which rejected racialist!;; and nationalistic organizations and their 
activities.
